STOCKHOLM. May 20-Stlg 
vVennerstrdni, the confessed! 
Swedish spy and double agent,! 
has told Interrogators that he : 
sold United States nuclear weap- 
ons secrets to the Soviet Union, 
according to a report Issued to- 
day. 

No details on the weapons 
involved wete given In the 600 
pages of the pretrial interroga- 
[tlon that were published by the 
Government. ‘ - 

The report quoted Wenner- 
■trOra, a forfner Swedish Air 
Force colohel and air attach*, 
as having said that, when he 
was air attach*. In Washington, 
two American -intelligence offi- 
cers had aajted him for Informa- 
tion about the Soviet Union, 
where he had been stationed pre- 
viously,. 

Wenpgrstrbm was said to 
have told the police that the 
two officers believed he was 
working for the United States, 
when, in fact, he was selling 
a "lot of information" about 
American defense to the Soviet 
Union. 

According to the report, he 
said he had sold secrets about, 
the United States Strategic Air! 
Command and Its nuclear capa- 
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hlllty to Russian Intelligence In 
1952, He also was reported to 
have supplied Information on 
the American air defense sys- 
tem and new airplane construc- 
tion. 

He contended that he obtained 
the information from many 
American sources, Including 
Pentagon officials. 

"The opportunities to get the 
publications that Interested me 
were fantastic," the ST-year-old 
[agent told his Interrogators. "I 
had no need to take expense 
Into consideration, so I was able 
to travel around Inside Ameri- 
can and Canada to air force 
basest headquarters, 
and so on."

1948, soon after his -eclnd ap- 
pointment to Moscow as an air 
attach*.
